Scandal Also Implicates a U. S. 


Senator and Congressman 


W ashington, June 23.—T hom as 1* 
Gore, the blind senator from Okla­ 
homa, startled iho senate by declaring 
th at $25,0110, w ith the suggestion of an 
increase to $30,000, had been off*‘red 
to him in an effort to procure his 
Assistance in killing a m easure pend­ 
ing before congress affecting contracts 
betw een cerLUn attorneys in Okla­ 
hom a and th e Choctaw and C hicka­ 
saw Indians. 
He charged th at m ore than $3,000,- 
000 in legal fees was involved in these 
contracts and th at this am ount would 
be lost to the attorneys if the leg­ 
islation which he was fathering had 
been enacted. 
Tbis charge by Senator Gore stirred 
the senate as nothing has stirred it 
in a good m any years, but S enator Gore 
added to the sensation a few m om ents 
later by declaring that th** m an who 
attem pted to bribe him had said that 
U nited S tate s senator and a mem­ 
ber of th e house of representatives 
are interested in these contracts. 
He did not disclose the nam es of ftie 
senator or th e representative, but said 
he hoped an investigation would be 
undertaken and he would be willing 
to give the inform ation a t the proper 
tim e. 
He charged further th at a form er 
U nited S tates senator from K ansas 
and a form er senator from N ebraska 
has been w orking in W ashington to 
kill the th reaten ed legislation. 
M ay Result in Probe. 
Senator G ore's charges before th «* 
senate may result in an official in­ 
vestigation. Mr. Bailey suggested on 
th e floor of the senate th a t Senator 
Gore owed 
to him self and to th 
senate to disclose the nam e ot the 
m em ber who was m entioned in con­ 
nection w ith these contracts. 
It 1» reported that R epublican mem­ 
bers them selves may introduce a res* 
olution calling upon th** judiciary com­ 
m ittee to investigate the charges made 
by Senator Gore and rep o rt to the 
senate. 
It w as shortly after the conference 
report on the general defienoy bill 
had been m ade to the senate that 
Senator Gore arose to inquire what 
disposition had 
heen 
m ade of his 
am endm ent. Senator Hal**, who is tn 
charge of th** appropriation bill, ox 
plained that while the com m ittee *n 
conference had not been able to carry 
out Senator G ore’s suggestions they 
had adopted a su b stitu te provision 
that properly safeguarded th e property 
and money of the Indians. 
Senator Gore com plained that the 
com m ittee had prom ised him a hear­ 
ing 
before 
the 
conference 
report 
should be agreed to by th e senate, 
but it had been accepted in his ab­ 
sence. 
The blind senator then had the 
am endm ent in the conference report 
read to him in a com m ittee room and 
im m ediately decided that its accept­ 
ance by congress would result in m ak­ 
ing effective the individual contracts 
entered 
into by an 
Oklahom a law 
firm with the Indians. 
Gore Very Angry. 
Having satisfied him self that the 
off*» t oi the su b stitu te would be to 
nullify his am endm ent he again en­ 
tered the senate cham ber 
It was ap 
parent th at he was angrj 
Hi- asked 
that the vote by which the conference 
report was agreed to in* ri considered 
T here was objection, and Senator Gal 
ling r moved to lay Ins motion on th* 
table 
S enator G allinger's m otion pre 
veiled, but the clerk had no sooner 
announced 
th** res dt 
than Sen&fSt 
Gore w as on his feet dem anding 
be heard on a m atter of personal 
privilege.
